HotiTilnla Alcala, Juan Lopcz, 
Oscar Escobedo, Gloria Lucero, 
Tony. Rlas and Leonard Green, 
sponsor of the Aztcc Club at 
Torrancc high school. The com­ 
mittee was named on the motion 
of Kenneth Bcight, seconded by 
Hlllman R. Lee, president of the

x Torrance Community Council.
The meeting was called to or­ 

der by_ Mr., Lee. Present were 
the following: Mr. and Mrs.

Lewis, Miss Margaret Waugh of 
Catholic Welfare Bureau, Mrs.

Father Richard Cotter, direc­ 
tor of settlements and centers 
for the Catholic Welfare Bureau, 
was introduced as a special 
guest.

Lee turned the chair over to 
Eewis, who stated the purpose 
of the meeting, explaining'that 
many' Torrance citizens were In­ 
terested in bettering conditions 
in the Pueblo and willing to of­ 
fer their cooperation If the Mex­ 
ican residents wished some help. 
There was general discussion of 
possible projects at the Pueblo, 
such as a youth center, a recrea­ 
tion center for the whole com-

' munity, a playground, better 
housing, . and development of 
some place, of .local interest like 
a Mexican restaurant. Father 
Wood told of some of the plans 
he had in mind, explaining that 
he had been the priest for the 
Pueblo for about two years. The 
young people spoke about their 
needs, which arc largely along 
the line of recreation.

Mexican communitic 
by the Catholic Welfare Bureau 
and he spoke particularly abou 
Mahar House in Wllmlngton.

There is a possibility of a rec 
reation center being sponsorc 
by this agency, and after th 
original organization It might b 
financed by the War Chest. I 
Is the feeling of the Catholl 
Welfare Bureau that the carl, 
steps .toward betterment of con 
dltlons should be taken by loca 
people.

Following Father Cotter's re 
marks several persons common 
ed on the need for more Infoi 
matlon about the Pueblo, Incliy 
Ing the number of families am 
Individuals living there, how 
many homes are rented and ho' 
many owned, the ownership o 
the land in that locality, and sc 
on. It was suggested that thi 
committee should do some re 
search to begin with. The mem 
bers of the Aztcc Club though 
they would be ' Interested ii 
working on this part of the proj 
ect.

Father Wood, in assuming thi 
chairmanship of the committee 
spoke of the difficulties which 
he had encountered In building 
up a community spirit in thi 
Pueblo and explained his satis 
faction over the offers of help 

those present at this meet 
ing. He was urged to call his 
committee together very soon 
and to make a report to the 
Torrance Community Council as 
soon as possible.

At Umveisity
Next Monday, Dec. 4th, the 

University of Southern Caljfor- 
nla will offer its twenty-first 
successive training course for 
students who wish to qualify as 
teachers in nursery schools and 
child-care centers. This training

temporary permit granted by 
the State Department of Educa­ 
tion to teach in nursery schools 
in California.

Beginning sal­ 
aries range from $130 to $160 
per month. Mrs. Charles, who 
has (rained many teachers and 
supervisors now employed In va­ 
rious southern California com­ 
munities, will direct the univer­ 
sity college classes.
